urer. read by A. II. Mess, chairman 
y>f the finance committee, showed 
that tho village has $813.35 cash 
on hand as compared to $197.99 at 
the beginning of the month. 
Re­ 
ceipts during January were 
$3,- 
105.34 and disbursements $2,291.99. 
The village received 
$2,000 of 
tax money from the county treas­ 
urer with which tax warrants and 
small bills to May, 1931 wyere paid 
and payments on account made on 
larger bills to that date. 
The vil­ 
lage attorney was asked to prepare 
a resolution authorizing the issu ­ 
ance ol 1933 tax warrants. 
Record Tax Deeds 
The county treasurer was direct­ 
ed to credit $1,699.50 of delinquent 
tayes due the village to the coun­ 
ty recorder for tho recording of tap 
deeds covering some $40,000 of de­ 
linquent tax sales. 
The final date 
for tho recording 
of 
these was 
Tuesday, and had the ‘village not 
taken this action very little, if any, 
of the money due could ever be re­ 
covered, in the opinion 
of H. J. 
Harz, village attorney. 
W ater hills due the village have 
increased from $2,931 to $3,190 ac­ 
cording to a report submitted to 
the board. 
A complaint regarding 
stale water from two South Ben­ 
ton street residents, present at the 
meeting, w as reft*! cd to the w'ater 
committee. 
Tin* village clerk was instructed 
to write the state representatives 
and senators urging that the leg­ 
islature amend 
the 
Occupational 
(sales) tax law so that it will not 
he necessary for m unicipalities to 
pay the tax on water sales. 


The teachers in the Arlington 
H eights grade schools, very cour­ 
ageously, have faced, met and con­ 
quered five months of school with 
only $36 paid to them in cash by 
the school board. 
Their loyalty to

were sent into every home.

fox anticipation warrants are 
gilt euge security and should not j 
be confused w'ith many public bond 
issues. 
These warrants are an invest­ 
ment paying six per cent interest 
until 
called 
for. 
They 
are 
called 
for 
and 
paid 
off 
by 
the 
treasurer 
in sequence 
of 
their serial number, so no prefer­ 
ence is shown to 
anyone. 
They 
should appeal 
to those 
having 
funds because of 
the 
margin of 
safety, the high rate 
of interest, 
and the method of redemption. To 
the property owner 
they 
are of 
special interest as in paying the 
general tax bill they can be turned 
in with accrued interest as cash up 
to 24 per cent of the taxes. 
Those investors who purchased 
w arrants some years ago purely as j 
an investm ent have been paid off 
receiving their interest and again 
and 
again 
have 
invested 
their 
money in warrants of the following 
year. 
During the 
period 
of delayed 
tax collections, the teachers of our 
public schools have been receiving, 
alm ost entirely as their pay, tax 
anticipation warrants, in lieu of 
money. 
Local merchants have been very 
considerate of the situation and 
have accepted this paper from the 
teachers for m any of the necessi­ 
ties of life. 
However, 
there 
are 
some necessities and 
obligations 
that the teachers cannot meet with 
these warrants and the continued 
hardship 
and 
em barrassm ent to 
your teachers is indeed very ex­ 
treme at this time. 
The 
purchase 
of 
even 
small 
amount of tax warrants means aid 
to some teacher. 
Any persons in­ 
terested can secure further details 
by getting into communication with 
C. E. McWharter, chairman of the 
teachers com mittee.

scriptions to services which added 
books regularly have had to be dis­ 
continued. and the committee has 
been unable to procure new books 
by general selection, as had been 
done previously. 
The 
Literature 
department of the Woman’s Club, 
meeting as a branch activity of the 
club, under the 
chairmanship of 
Mrs. Stanley Hoods, has purchased 
new books with the dues paid bv 
the members of this 
department, 
and these will be added to the li­ 
brary when the Literature croup 
i has completed its studies. 
These 
I are selected best books and will be 
valuable additions to the 
library, 
but they comprise practically the 
only additions being made at the 
present time. 
Many Books Donated 
There are at present in the li­ 
brary a total 
of 1263 
volumes, 
classified as follows: Adult fiction, 
382; Children’s Books, 494; Educa­ 
tional and Non-fiction, 387. Many 
of these volumes are gifts of peo­ 
ple of the Village who are inter­ 
ested in the library, and the com­ 
mittee is anxious to have the giv­ 
ing of books continued. Most of the 
bt oks given were from private li­ 
braries, donated by people who felt 
| that the volumes would do more 
I good in the public library. At the 
j present time a total of 415 bor­ 
row ors cards are in use. 
Figures 
on the total number of books given 
out are not available, but the li­ 
brary is very active 
during the
